He had

nothing much was known about his 
early history’ before he came to In­ 
diana. 
He walked into the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas 
Hite, wear 
New Salem, one day in the year 1847. 
n e was a 
tramp and 
applied for 
work. 
They gave him employment 
and he proved to be a very faithful 
man. 
One day he disappeared as sud­ 
denly and as mysteriously as he had 
come. 
There was much speculation 
then as to who he was and where he 
came from. 
The people learned a f ­ 
terwards that he hailed from Mays- 
vilie, Kentucky. 
The 
family had 
given him up as lost an 2 never ex 
pee ted to see him again. 
One evening in the 
year 1884 he 
came back as he went and had been 
there working faithfully since that 
time. 
But. the people with whom he 
lived never knew where he had bee« 
during 
the 
intervening twenty-five 
years, nor what he had been doing. 
He had been living for a time with 
Mr. and Mrs. TIite and then with Mrs. 
Holden, where he died last night The 
air of 
mystery has 
always 
hung 
about his life away from here aad 
he was always known as a very ec­ 
centric character. 
A short funeral service will be held 
at the home of Mrs. Holden tomor­ 
row morning at 103 :0 o’clock and the 
burial will take 
place in 
Richland 
cemetery.

St. Joh n, N. B., Oct. 27.—Th rough 
th e wrockirg of th e Donaldson Line 
steamsh ip Hestia on a sh oal near Old 
Proprietor kd e, Grand Manan island 
th irty -four lives are believed to h ave 
been lost. Only six lives are known 
to h ave been saved out of th e sh ip’s 
complement of forty men. Th ey were 
taken from th e stranded vessel by a 
crew of life savers wh o put out from 
th e Seal Cove station on Grand Manan 
and fough t th eir way th rough h eavy 
seas and around Ldges until at last 
th ey came alongside. 
At least twenty of th e crew, with 
Captain Newman among th eir num 
h er, managed to get away from th e 
stricken vessel in a small boat, but 
th e craft was so overcrowded th at i 
was impossible to man th e oars and 
th e boat went drifting out to sea be­ 
fore th e stiff north west gale, in danger 
every moment of being capsized be­ 
cause of its h eavy load. 
An older beat, into wh ich th ere 
were crowded sixteen of th e crew 
was capsized suddenly because of th e 
breaking of th e tackle as it was low 
ered. and all h ands went into th e 
■water. 
Seme of th em went down at 
once. 
Oth ers clung to th e boat and 
just as th ey succeeded in righ ting it. 
it turned over once more. 
Two sea 
men were taken into th e overloaded 
captain’s boat and possibly more, but 
th e darkness 
prevented 
th ose left 
from seeing clearly . 
A th ird beat was smash ed to pieces 
as it h ung on th e davits, and th ere­ 
fore th ere was no way for th e six 
men left to make th eir escape. Th ey 
watch ed th e fate of th eir companions 
as long as th ey could, expecting every

wireless in case any th ing sh ould h ap­ 
pen to th e th ird sh ip, wh ich h e would 
personally com m and and wh ich would 
be used for th e actual w ork of ex­ 
ploration. 
Dr. W eth erill h as been for y ears in­ 
terested in inventing instrum ents for 
scientific use. 
H e h as recently invent­ 
ed a patent sextant, also a table for 
taking G reenw ich tim e by w h at h e 
calls a lunar declination—th at is, tc 
determ ine longitude by an observation 
of th e moon. 
H e explained th at lunar observations 
for longitude w ere m ade in th e past, 
but th e task w as one of such complex­ 
ity th at few navigators w ere equal to 
it. 
H e h as devised a simplified m eth 
od wh ich h e considers to b e ' one of 
h is m ost im portant contributions to 
th e science of navigation. 
By th e uso 
of th is table, h e said, longitude could 
be determ ined by a lunar observation 
In fifteen m inutes. 


T h e S te llar Sexta nt. 
Th e new sextant wh ich Dr. W eth erill 
h as invented contains, instead of two
